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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fitzgerald 
(5,473,362). 

Considering claim 1 , Fitzgerald discloses a distribution center (met by "on 
demand" server in col 4 lines 10-18) comprising a library of on demand programs, and 
order processing computer (met by controller see col 3 lines 39-52) for allocating 
service wherein the controller 10 is coupled to a plurality of transmission control 
processing units (ISA, 18B and 18C). Each of the transmission control units in 
Fitzgerald comprise a transmission control processor (met by microprocessor 20A in fig 
2) and a memory (met by storage device 22A and 24A) and inherently comprises an 
interface for interfacing to the subscriber stations. Fitzgerald further discloses the 
claimed receiver and and terminal processor since data requests are made and 
transmitted upstream (see col 3 line 25 - col 4 line 18). 

Fitzgerald fails to disclose the claimed video processor for decompressing, 
however, it would have been obvious to modify Fitzgerald to include compressing and 
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decompressing segments to minimize bandwidth consumption by transmitting 
compressed data. 

Claim 2 is met by that discussed above. 



Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to modify Fitzgerald to 
include compressing and decompressing segments to minimize bandwidth consumption 
and that one skilled in the art would not have been lead to compression/decompression 
solution based on the teaching of Fitzgerald without a hindsight reading of teachings of 
the present application. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Compressing and decompressing 
segments to minimize bandwidth consumption is notoriously well known and as a result 
it would not require hindsight reading of the teachings of the present application for one 
skilled in the art to modify Fitzgerald to include compressing and decompressing.
